EIR completion

Environmental and public review 
requirements of the State Water Project 
program for Santa Barbara County — 
barring unforeseen delays — could be 
completed in time to place a bond issue 
for project financing on the November, 
1978. General Election ballot. 
But a joint report of the County Water 
Agency Staff and Office of Environmen­ 
tal Quality (OEQ) also shows that basic 
work for a Master Environmental Im­ 
pact Report (EIR) required by state law 
might cost $200,000 or more. 
These findings, among others, will go 
before the Board of Supervisors Monday 
sitting as directors of the County Water 
Agency, in a session at Santa Maria City 
Hall. 
There had been differences of opinion 
expressed between W ater Agency 
Engineer-Manager Charles Lawrance 
and the county’s OEQ previously as to 
formulation of a draft on the scope of the 
huge project. 
Lawrance and Randy Brodersen, 
representing the environmental office, 
acknowledged in the submission of the 
preliminary draft that it was felt by each 
to be a sort of “compromise,” in which 
each side felt it had succeeded in getting 
certain aspects of the program accepted 
by the other side. 
Lawrance said he recognized the fact 
that the OEQ is mandated to determine 
not only if the project is feasible, but if it 
is needed as well. 
“We have to question these things — 
we’re no longer a frontier,” added 
Lawrance. “There must be a balanced 
approach; that is what the law calls for. 
If it is not acceptable, the people won t 
vote for it, anyway.” 
L aw rance and the OEQ jointly 
reported on their efforts to have coor­ 
dination with the water districts for the 
Master EIR. 
They said it is planned that the local 
water districts and city water depart­ 
ments could provide input to the Water 


Agency initially and throughout the 
drafting of the EIR by the consultant. 
Local districts would not prepare local 
EIRs pertaining to the project and how 
it would affect local conditions. Local 
impacts and all ensuing actions would be 
embodied in the Master EIR, it was 
stated. 
They said that the project description 
is yet to be established, although the in­ 
itial subscriptions for State Project 
water (the deadline was Sept. 20) have 
indicated the likely arrangement of de­ 
mands from a potential importation 
program. 
Alternatives for terminal storage (in 
lieu of Cachuma Reservoir) are to be in­ 
vestigated shortly, and a request for con­ 
sultant proposal on this matter and 
others is currently in the hands of 
Bookman-Edmonston Engineering, Inc., 
following recent Board of Supervisors 
authorization, it was stated. 
The two county officials said it might 
be early February or later before the 
alternatives evaluation will begin to take 
shape. 
A timetable for the Master EIR, with 
completion date for delivery to the 
Water Agency is seen as October, 1978, 
one month before the election. 
Selection of a Master EIR consultant 
should be made by early December, it 
was felt, with the W ater Agency 
providing the consultant with an updated 
project description by next February. 
The preliminary working draft of the 
scope of work and major facets of en­ 
vironmental impact due to importation 
of Northern California water called at­ 
tention to “two interrelated but distinct 
sets of problems” for inclusion in such 
an EIR. 
First major area of concern seen 
“deals with questions of the feasibility 
and desirability of State Project water 
versus its alternatives,” it was stated. 
The second major area of impact is 
seen relating to specific environmental 
impacts which would result from im­ 
plementation of the plan.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Consumer 
prices — the truest measure of the 
nation’s rate of inflation — rose a 
moderate 0.3 per cent in September to 
equal the smallest increase of 1977, the 
Labor Department said today. 
The September increase was the same 
as the August rise and was firm evidence 
inflation had slowed considerably from 
the rapid pace during the first half of the 
year. 
During the July-Sep tem ber quarter, 
the departm ent said, the Consumer 


feasibility of State Project water on the 
grounds of high cost and need to examine 
other alternatives more fully. 
The report given to the county super­ 
visors sitting as directors of the County 
Flood Control and Water Conservation 
District emphasizes also that the “cost 
of State water becomes even more 
overwhelming , when you consider that 
current raw water costs of $25 to $35 per 
acre foot from the Cachuma Project are 
only a small percentage of the budgets of 
the water entities.” 


The State Project water cost chart in­ 
volving all county purveyors as put 
before the county board indicated that 
initial costs countywide among the 
public water purveyors in the county 
would total more than $14.3 million with 
ultimate annual charges reaching in ex­ 
cess of $16.2 million. 
Santa Ynez Valley water costs on the 
basis of 2,000 acre feet annually would 
run about $1,456,557 annually at the start 
and ultimately $1,124,400 a year, the 
report showed. 
This would be on the basis of acre foot 
costs of $728.28 initially and $562.20 ul­ 
timately. 


This estimate included Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation District No. I. 
Lompoc area’s estimate of annual 
costs ranging from over $1.3 million at 
the start to over $1.5 million ultimately 
based on initial order of 900 acre feet 
ranging up to 2,500 acre feet per year. 
The Lompoc area as figured in the 
report also includes Vandenberg Village 
(Park Water Co.) and an area served by 
Mission Hills Water Company, in addi­ 
tion to the city of Lompoc. 
Acre foot cost was seen initially at 
$1,496 with $622 the ultimate acre foot 
cost. 


Price Index rose at a seasonally adjusted 
4.2 per cent annual rate, noticeably sl­ 
ower than the 8.1 per cent rise in the 
April-June quarter and the IO per cent 
climb during the first three months of 
the year. 
Once again, the main reason was the 
improvement in food prices. 
The department said consumer food 
costs went up only 0.1 per cent last 
month, less than the 0.3 per cent increase 
in August and equal to the 0.1 per cent 
climb in July.

FBI agents 
take hijacker 
in Virginia 


* RICHMOND. Va (UPI) — FBI agents 
a rre ste d an unarm ed 30-year-old 
Dominican national at Byrd Airport ear­ 
ly today after he interfered with the 
flight of a chartered jet from New York 
and forced the crew to land 
The twin-engine Lear Jet. owned by 
American Jet Aviation of New York, was 
en route to Santo Domingo. 
The FBI said Tomas Aristides Baez 
Perez was being returned to his 
homeland by his employer, the Hobart 
Corp., because of illness. Baez allegedly 
interfered with operation of the flight, 
forcing the pilot to make an emergency 
landing. Price said Baez apparently 
lunged at the pilot and co-pilot at least 
twice 
Charles E 
Price, special agent in 
charge of the Richmond FBI, said Baez, 
who was not armed, first refused to 
leave the plane after it landed, but then 
was talked into surrendering by agents. 
“ He appeared to be upset,” Price said. 
Baez, who was ordered to undergo a 
medical exam, was being held without 
bond pending court proceedings. The 
FBI said he would be charged with in­ 
terfering with a flight crew. The plane, 
which had two other passengers aboard, 
took off from Byrd Airport about 4 a.m. 
and returned to New York. No injuries 
were reported.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Compromise 
legislation to provide America’s lowest 
paid workers the biggest minimum wage 
boost in history has cleared Congress 
an d a w a its P re s id e n t C a r te r 's 
signature. 
The House Thursday gave final ap­ 
proval to $1.06-an-hour increase in the 
minimum wage spread over three years. 
An estimated 5 million workers will be 
affected by the increase.

Schmidt death threat 
considered serious 
BONN, West Germany (UPI) — The 
West German government said today it 
takes “very seriously” a threat made 
against Chancellor Helmut Schmidt by 
the leftist terrorists who killed in­ 
dustrialist Hanns-Martin Schleyer. 
The terrorists also have vowed to 
carry out 100,000 bombings to “destroy 
the capitalistic German economy” and 
threatened to arrange the “suicide” of 
Bonn’s ambassador to Italy. 
In a communique on their murder of 
the kidnaped industrialist, the guerrillas 
called the death of three of the hijackers 
of a Lufthansa jetliner and of three im­ 
prisoned German terrorists a “mas­ 
sacre.” They said they never would 
forget Schmidt’s “bloody hands.” 
“This is a concrete threat which we 
take very seriously,’’ government 
spokesman Boe Ming told reporters. 


Schmidt and other political, business 
and civic leaders were beiing closly 
guarded in fear that the terrorists, who 
vowed “the fight has just begun,” might 
try to strike again. 
The country was prepared for new 
terrorist attacks. 
In M ulhouse, 
F ra n c e , w h ere 
Schleyer’s body was found in a parked 
car. French police officials said today an 
autopsy suggested Schleyer was proba­ 
bly killed outdoors because pine needles 
and blades of grass were found on the 
gray trousers and gray sweater he was 
wearing ai the time of his death. 
West German officials said that 
although the various terrorist threats 
are being taken seriously, they will not 
deter the the biggest police manhunt in 
the nation’s history for the killers of 
Schleyer. 
General plan advisers' 
authority challenged

A session of the Lompoc Advisory 
Committee on the County’s General 
Plan, was hastily adjourned last night 
amidst challenges to its authority. 
Before the com m ittee when the 
meeting came to a close was a proposal 
for an urban-rural limit line around 
Vandenberg Village, Mission Hills and 
the area located in between. 
An estimated 50 persons were in the 
audience for the regular Thursday night 
meeting. 
One of the interested spec­ 
tators was Fourth District Supervisor 
Robert L. Hedlund. Hedlund remained 
silent except to confirm committee 
chairman Art Hibbits’ outline of what 
the committee was supposed to ac­ 
complish. 
A member of the audience, William 
Sumners, challenged the right of the 
committee “ to dispose of other people’s 
property.” He called on the committee 
“to dissolve” itself. Then, he declared; 
’This is just like the Soviet Union.” 
Hibbits defended the authority of the 
com m ittee and spelled out th at 
authority. 
The 30-member committee 
was appointed by Hedlund when he came 
to office this year. Under terms of the 
appointm ent, the com m ittee is to 
C 
vide recommendations on zoning and 
J use to aid the county planning com­ 
mission. 
Another member of the audience, 
Gary Hauenstein. challenged the com­ 
mittee in an emotional declaration: “As 
a citizen of the United States, 
I’m 
guaranteed certain rights, of life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness. 
You can 
take my property only under due process 
of the law.” Then he declared: “This is 


a kangaroo court,” and left the building. 
Today Hauenstein conceded he had 
become emotionally overwrought. “ I’m 
going back to fight for what I believe is 
right and do so in a rational manner 
hopefully to make a point or two.” 
The explosion came in the midst of dis­ 
cussions of two requests for division of 
land during the committee’s considera­ 
tion of “current projects.” 
Concern about the controversial 
nature of the deliberations was not con­ 
fined to the audience. 
Committee 
member Connie Savage suggested that 
“ the committee no longer hear this type 
of action, but get on with the business of 
planning.” She failed to win any com­ 
mittee support for her proposal. 
Mary Tog na zz ini, committee member 
from Guadalupe, said she was concerned 
about the power wielded by the commit­ 
tee, and referring to Hauenstein who had 
departed moments earlier said, “The 
man may have had a valid point.” 
Further concern was reflected in other 
motions. Martha Bray won close com­ 
mittee approval (11-10) for a delay in ac­ 
tion on a request for land division 
southeast of Robinson Bridge and 
Highway 246. 
Mary Ann Marsh, also a committee 
member, said “It seems the majority of 
the committee wants to take this urban- 
rural limit line and make it permanent, 
when we’re not entirely sure of what 
we’ve done.” 
As outlined by Hibbits, 
committee actions are only recommen­ 
dations for the county planning commis­ 
sion. 
The com m ittee will resum e the 
deliberations next Thursday, ostensibly 
where the thread was severed last night.

The proposed Pt. Conception liquefied 
natural gas port may be on the ropes in 
the wake of court and federal challenges 
launched yesterday over the state’s 
jurisdiction to determine the site. 
Attorneys for Bixby Ranch Co., filed a 
suit in Los Angeles Superior Court in an 
attempt to block the state from im­ 
plementing SB 1081, the LNG Terminal 
Act which establishes a speedy process 
for selecting the site. Bixby owns about 
22,500 acres of land which borders the 
proposed site and also leases the approx­ 
imate 988-acre Southern California 
Edison plot from which the 209-acre 
LNG site would be carved. 
The law, rushed through as urgency 
legislation to stem a promised natural 
gas crisis for the state in the early 1980s, 
could lead to approval of the Pt. Concep­ 
tion site by the California Public 
Utilities Commission by next July 31. 
Bixby lawyers were unavailable this 
morning, but the suit may not have to be 
victorious to be successful. Any kind of 
lengthy delay could stall the site selec­ 
tion process long enough to allow for of­ 
fshore consideration—which almost 
everyone except the utilities favors. 
At the urging of the utilities. SB 1061 
eliminated offshore sites from con­ 
sideration because the gas companies 
said any floating or rigid platforms were 
at least six to eight years away—too late 


to meet the predicted crisis. 
But, a report from Resource Planning 
Associates, Inc., was introduced yester­ 
day at Federal Department of Energy 
hearings on LNG for the state which 
questioned that pending crisis. 
“LNG will not be needed in California 
in the foreseeable future,” to meet state 
needs except for heavy industry, the 
report stated. The RPA document was a 
preliminary study and claimed LNG was 
not needed in California until 1990. 
S o u th e rn C a l i f o r n i a Gas Co. 
spokesman Stan Lasse re this morning 
blasted Santa Barbara County officials 
for prematurely releasing the report. 
“It was a preliminary draft and the 
people from RPA released it (to 
specified individuals to solicit imput). 
These people were informed the figures 
were preliminary and not for release 
because they are subject to change. 
“ All we are saying and our concerns 
are that this material was preliminary— 
the RPA states it is—and its subject to 
change and (those who released it) are 
misleading people. 
“If it gets cold we aren’t going to make 
it past ’79 and ’80,” Lassere warned, 
“ and they say but there’s all this gas 
(from Mexico and Canada)—but who’s 
got the contracts? 
Lassere further cautioned that gas 
contracts with both Indonesia and South 
Alaska have “kick-out” clauses to allow 
those gas supplies to be sold elsewhere if 


California doesn’t get a LNG dock soon. 
“They have that gas, they want to sell 
it. They’re not going to horse around 
with the state of California much 
longer,” Lassere said, noting the con­ 
tracts with Indonesia already have been 
renewed three times. 
The federal hearing was held by the 
Economic Regulatory Administration a 
branch of the Department of Energy, to 
consider an application by Western LNG 
Terminal Associates to build a terminal 
at Oxnard to begin receiving LNG from 
Indonesia. 
Previously the Federal Power Com­ 
mission had been considering Hie case, 
but as of Oct. I the newborn Department 
of Energy picked up the Oxnard docket. 
Western LNG wants the ERA to consider 
Pt. Conception. 
“If I had to make a decision today,” M. 
Frazier King, Department of Energy 
lawyer, said. “I would decide in favor of 
Oxnard. The state has had a chance. 
They have been involved in the process 
for four years.” 
Should the site selection question be 
reopened. King said a new look should be 
taken at the overall question of LNG for 
California. 


“I think there is enough in the record 
now to show that the need (for LNG) now 
is uncertain... There is a far better gas 
supply situation for the state of Califor­ 
nia." 


New festival association 
seeks members, workers

After 25 festival years, Lom­ 
poc citizens are planning a new 
organization for the pageant, 
one patterned after the famed 
and prestigious Pasadena Tour­ 
nament of Roses Association. 
The Lompoc Valley Flower 
Festival is cutting ties with its 
parent — the Chamber of Com­ 
merce — to become the Lom­ 
poc Valley Festival Associa­ 
tion 


The new association, soon to 
acquire a non-profit corpora­ 
tion status, would have as its 
sole objective the planning, 
promotion and execution of the 
Flower Festival. 


In its second year, the as­ 
sociation hopes to lay the 
groundwork of plans for a per­ 
manent Flower Festival site 
and multi-purpose buildings for 


the carnival and more related 
shows and activities. The 
project would take an es­ 
timated four to five years to 
complete. 
The new association held a 
dinner meeting last night at the 
Royal Coach Restaurant. Also, 
last night, award plaques for 
those who worked to produce 
the last Flower Festival were 
presented. 
With only about 40 people at­ 
tending the dinner, festival 
chairperson Howard Whitaker 
said he was disappointed, out 
not surprised at the turnout. 
“This is not unusual,” he 
said, “because when we’re talk­ 
ing about the Flower Festival, 
we're talking about work. And 
people don’t particularly like to 
hear that four-letter word.” 
Yet the association is seeking 
members who are both willing 
to work and to contribute $25 in 
annual dues. 
No more than 150 persons 
shall make up the general 
m e m b e r s h i p of the new 


organization. They shall elect a 
IO. or 12-member Board of 
Directors to oversee the 
various functions of the 
festival: staging the parade, 
preparing the park carnival, 
running the Queen contest, 
planning the entertainment.

UC Regents reject admission 
standards bid from faculty 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
For the first time in the Univer­ 
sity of California's 109-vear 
history, regents have rejected a 
faculty proposal for admissions 
standards rather than jeopar­ 
dize minority students 
The plan to raise standards 
for incoming freshmen was 
voted down 7-5 Thursday by the 
regents’ committee on educa­ 
tional policy. 
UC President David Saxon. 
noting the vote had broken a 
long tradition, said the full 26- 
member Board of Regents 
would consider the proposal to­ 
day. 
Opponents said raising the 
admission standards would 
have a disproportionate effect 
on m inority students and 
further reduce their number on 
the university’s nine campuses. 


They cited a UC study show­ 
ing less than 2 per cent of white 
freshmen would be disqualified 
under the new proposal, but 8 8 
per cent of the black applicants 
and 6 7 per cent of the Chicanos 
would be turned away. 
Defending the plan as "a 
small controlled experiment,” 
Saxon said; “ What the academ­ 
ic senate is saying is that no 
one s best interests are served 
by allowing poorly qualified 
students to enter, be they 
minority or white.” 
He said the university could 
avert a possible drop in 
minority enrollment by assign­ 
ing a larger percentage of them 
under a special admissions 
program under which 4 per cent 
of UC’s freshmen are currently 
admitted Minority students ac­ 
count only for half of that 4 per 


cent, he said 
In other developments Thurs­ 
day. Saxon presented a propos­ 
al to the regents’ finance com­ 
mittee for a 9 3 per cent salary 
increase 
The proposed pay boosts 
would bring a full professor’s 
salary to $31,983 per year, with 
associate professors getting 
$21.406 and assistant professors 
$16,962. based on nine months of 
teaching a year. 


Saxon said the increases were 
necessary to match salaries 
with schools of comparable 
national standing 


The proposal did not include 
fringe benefits or raises for 
non-academic employes. It also 
did not include salaries for 
faculty in the medical schools, 
which are much higher. 


WASHINGTON (U F I) - The 
Consumer Product Safety Com­ 
mission. in the face of con­ 
troversy over flame retardant 
chemicals in children's sl­ 
eepwear. has decided to allow 
untreated fabrics to be used 


The commission voted 4-0 
Thursday to modify existing 
rules so fabrics which previous­ 
ly required chemical treatment 
could be sold without it Die 
re q u ire m e n t for flam e- 
resistant fabric was dropped 
entirely for pajamas smaller 
than size I. 


Controversy has erupted in 
recent years over the potential­ 
ly cancer-causing chemicals 
used to meet the C P S C ’s 
requirement that children’s sl­ 
eepwear be flame retardant, 


The commission acted on a 
staff report that m anufacturers 
switching to fabrics which 
themselves are flame-resistant 
and thus comply with federal 
standards without chemical 
treatment 
A furor arose over the ban on 
the chemical Tris. and similar 
questions have been raised 
about an alternative flame- 
retardant. Fyrol FR-2 
The 
commission voted earlier this 
week not to block sales of sl­ 
eepwear treated with Fyrol. 
Commission Chairman John 
Byington said modification of 
the rules may result “ in some 
slight change in the type of 
protection offered.” but the

W A SH IN G T O N (U P I) - 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
today called Ambassador Wil­ 
liam Bowdler to Washington 
from his post in South Africa 
for consultations “ on the recent 
events” 
there, 
the State 
Department announced. 
“ It is anticipated Ambassa­ 
dor Bowdler will be arriving at 
the beginning of next week and 
returning to his post a few days 
later.” the department said 
Vance’s decision came on a 
day the Congressional Black 
Caucus urged that Bowdler be 
recalled because of South 
Africa’s crackdown on dissent. 
The caucus also urged that 
economic sanctions be imposed 
against the regime of Prime 
Minister John Vorster. 
Vance issued the order this 
morning, apparently after his 
breakfast meeting with Presi­ 
dent Carter and other diplomat­ 
ic advisers. 
Relations between the United 
States and South Africa have 
been worsening since Vorster 
ordered a massive crackdown 
on black organizations and new­ 
spapers in Johannesburg and 
the detention of more than 40 
dissident leaders. 
The United States announced 
it would review its policy 
toward South Africa following 
the stunning events. 
In a speech Thursday on the 
outsirts of Alberton. Vorster 
described the U S decision as 
“ totally irrelevant.’’ 
Vorster said if the United 
States wanted to reconsider its 
policies toward his nation; “ I 
am not interested As far as I ’m

D-W Va., to declare that 
the panel was making “ real 
progress.” 
The energy program is the 
major item to be resolved 
before Congress ends its 
current session next month 
Although the exact adjourn­ 
ment date has not yet been 
decided. Congressional leaders 
have decided when Congress 
will resume work next year 
After a conference Thursday 
between Senate Democratic 
Leader Robert Byrd and House 
Speaker Thomas O'Neill it was 
announced that the second ses­ 
sion of the 95th Congress will 
begin at noon on Jan. 17 
As for the end of the current 
session. Byrd said he thinks the 
Senate can dispose of all 
pending bills by Nov 5 and then 
deal with conference reports — 
including the energy package — 
as they come. 
The weatherization part of 
the pac kage includes $5 billion 
in federal funds that will be

Arizona 
governor 
sworn in 
PHOENIX (UPI) - Wesley 
Bolin, a conservative Demo­ 
crat. was sworn in Thursday as 
Arizona’s 15th governor, in a 
ceremony timed to coincide 
with another in Washington, 
where outgoing Gov. Raul 
Castro took the oath to become 
U S ambassador to Argentina. 
By law, Bolin, secretary of 
state since 1929. succeeded to 
the governor’s chair which 
Castro left vacant, and will 
serve the one year remaining in 
Castro’s four-year term. 
So the state would have a 
governor at all times, Bolin 
took the oath from chief justice 
James Duke Cameron, standing 
on the east balcony of the old 
State Capitol Building, at the 
same tim e that Castro, a 
veteran of Latin American 
diplomatic posts, was sworn 
back into the Diplomatic Ser­ 
vice rn Washington by Deputy 
Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher. 
‘‘It s a strange feeling,” 
Castro remarked afterwards. 
‘ Ten minutes ago I was the 
governor of Arizona.” 
Bolin had been a fixture in the 
state government for a quarter 
of a century, winning election 
13 t i m e s to the chi e fl y 
ceremonial office of secretary 
of state, often with no opposi­ 
tion. and rarely entangling 
himself in controversy.

Medical doctors who perform 
sterilizations face stricter regu­ 
lations starting Dec I. 
The new regulations, which 
are an attempt to meet federal 
guidelines and assure that 
patients have given serious 
thought to the usually irreversi­ 
ble operation, were outlined to 
reporters Thursday by State 
Health and Welfare Secretary 
Mario Obledo and Marc Lappe. 
chief of the health, law and

They require a 14-day waiting 
period from the time a consent 


form is signed to the time of the 
operation It could be reduced 
to three days, however, at the 
patient's request, and doctors

State officials said the rules 
only apply to doctors who

Odd Cornell. 83. was released 
on parole this week after 
spending 50 years in the prison 
on the banks of San Francisco 
Bay.

Husband calls affair 
middle-aged fling 


While we were in Bono, along with 
a whole busfull of other newspaper 
wives, I took a tour to the historical 
Old West town of Virginia City. 
The road twisted, turned, and 
climbed to an altitude of nearly 7,000 
feet before proceeding down. 
And it was little comfort to know 
that my friend and seat partner, 
Thayer Reese from Ventura had 
been warned not to travel that day. 
She d had her bio-rhythm s 
checked in a hospitality room the 
night before which told her she was 
going to be especially accident 
prone. 
There are 760 miles of mine shafts 
in Virginia City including those that 
produced the vast body of rich silver 
ore that was to be known as the Big 
Bonanza (1873). 
The heart of the city, totally 
destroyed by a great fire Oct. 26, 
1875, was completely rebuilt within 
a year and by 1878 Virginia City had 
reached the height of its prosperity. 
Population appraoched 30,000, a 
seven-course dinner cost 81.50, 
elegant carriages crowded the 
streets and the greatest actors on 
the English speaking stage were 
honored to appear at Piper’s Opera 
House 
Dominating C Street was the very 
classy International Hotel that con­ 
tained the first elevator west of the 
Mississippi. It burned in 1914. 
But no one seems to know just how 
many “ resorts” there were in the 
thriving red light district along D St. 
However. Julia C. Bulette’s (1830- 
1867) seems to have been the most 
famous advertising as a "first class 
love store” with gourmet dinner, 
theater, and feather bed. Price — 
$1,000. 
I also learned where the name 
"red light” came from. 
It seems that the railroad men on 
layover always hung their red 
lanterns outside where they were 
spending the night so the call boy 
would know where to find them 
when the train was ready to roll. 
Rather interesting, though not ex­ 
actly the type of information one 
gets to use too often so I don’t expec­ 
t s to enrich my storehouse of 
general knowledge much. 
In September 1862. supposedly a 
tall young man of 27 strode into the 
office of the Virginia City Territorial 
Enterprise. 
Sam uel Clemens introduced 
himself and then announced that he 
had come to work for the paper and 
it was there, a year later that he 
adopted his world famous pen name, 
Mark Twain. 
It has been reported that he 
patronized the Delta Saloon across 
the street and in a Carson City 
report to the paper dated Dec. 12, 
1862, said: "If McCluskey, at the 
Delta Saloon, could send me a 
reporter’s cobbler — an unusually 
long one — I think it would relieve 
my cold.”

In 1958 Joe's was 
condemned and that piece of floor is 
now nicely framed, lighted and dis­ 
played in another building filled 
with old memorabilia. 
After absorbing all this, Thayer, 
Cleo Primmer from Riverside, and I 
decided to hike up the hill to the Cas­ 
tle. 
Being with accident-prone Thayer 
was bad enough. But ever since Cleo 
got me lost in Yosemite a couple of 
years ago I have never let her lead 
me anywhere 
Luckily the Castle was easy to 
find and well worth the climb. 
Patterned after a castle in Nor­ 
mandy. it was built in 1868 by 
Robert N. Graves, a superintendent 
of the Empire Mine 
The house has been owned for the

Braves to face hapless(?) Saints 


Cabrilio to 'do 
what we do best' 
against Eagles

Five weeks ago Ed Knowles put his of­ 
fensive philosophy in one sim ple 
sentence. 
“We are going to do what we do best 
and that’s run the ball.” 
Five weeks later the Conqs (2-2-1) 
have stuck to Knowles’ philosophy and 
depending on how you look at it, it’s been 
feast or famine for the Conquistadores 
through five ball games. 
Tonight Cabrilio will try and even their 
Northern League record at 1-1 when they 
host the Arroyo Grande Eagles.

A scoring drought hit against Dos 
Pueblos and San Marcos (the Conqs 
could only manage IO points in the two 
games) But Bishop and San Luis Obispo 
provided some offensive punch though 
Cabrilio lost to San Luis by four points.

“ We are the best 0-1 team in the 
league.” Knowles said earlier in the 
week and the statistics back up his state­ 
ment. with one exception. 
The Conqs have gained 1.369 yards in 
252 carries but 864 of those yards belong 
to tailback Bryon Barnier. Paul Purter 
and Rocky Westbury have also had sub­ 
stantial seasons, gaining 235 and 228 
yards, respectively. 
Westbury’s performance is something 
short of amazing because he’s been IOO 
per cent for only three games. 
“The 83-yarder against San Luis didn't 
hurt either,” Knowles pointed out. 
Obviously the Cabrilio running game is 
intact and solid. The exception men­ 
tioned above has been the passing game. 
Last season Derek Avillanoza was the 
No.2 passer in the Northern League. 
Knowles refused to speculate on what 
the problem might be but a look at the 
statistics reveal, Avillanoza to be a 
pretty decent passer. 
Tight end Kirk Willis has caught three, 
averaging over IO yards a catch and Vic­ 
tor Johnson and Banner have caught one 
pass each for 15 yards. 
The factor missing from Avillanoza s 
game now is consistency. 
“ Every team we’ve played so far has 
played us pretty honest with respect to 
the pass. Heck. San Luis had their cor- 
nerbacks deep and they set up our runn­ 
ing game, so really they didn t take 
anything away from us.” Knowles

2-0. last week have not allowed a 
touchdown in their last 15 quarters of 
football. 
A primary cog in the Eagle’s offense is 
junior quarterback Selso Huerta 
Huerta completed only three passes 
against the Santa Ynez Pirates but for 
152 yards. 
To complement Huerta are fullback 
Kerry Mackaoui and tailback Pineo. 
Together they rolled up 105 yards 
against the Pirates. 
“Defensively they run a defense we 
haven’t seen all year.

Waterfowl season 
opens tomorrow 


THE OLD SALT 
Upwards of 150,000 scattergunners are expected to take to 
the field tomorrow for the opening of California’s general 
waterfowl hunting season. Seasons along the Colorado River 
and in northeastern California opened earlier this month. 
The 93-day straight season for ducks and geese will end 
Jan 22,1978 Duck limits are seven per day, 14 in possession. 
However, only two redheads or canvasbacks, singly or in 
the aggregate, may be taken daily and only four may be pos­ 
sessed. 
Goose limits are six per day, six in possession, but the 
limit may not include more than three white geese and not 
more than three of the dark species, and the limit may in­ 
clude no more than one Ross’ goose. The season is closed on 
the endangered Aleutian Canada goose. 
Hunting prospects are rated good in some sections of the 
state for the opening of California's quail and chukar 
partridge seasons, tomorrow also, the Department of Fish 
and Game announced. 
Late spring rains stimulated production and improved feed 
and water conditions in some areas, improving prospects. 
Prospects are considered best along the north coast, in the 
foothills of the upper Central Valley and in desert areas. 
In the drought-stricken inner coastal area where the Fish 
and Game Commission has reduced limits for both species, 
hunters are expected to have more difficulty. 
Seasons will continue through Jan. 29,1978, except that the 
quail season in Humboldt.

Impossible dilemma 


Assemblyman Gary Hart 
came to Lompoc yesterday 
morning to report on the suc­ 
cesses and failures of the 1977 
State Legislature. 


The frustration particularly 
showed on his face as he at­ 
tempted to explain the reasons 
for the Legislature not being 
able to adopt any form of 
property tax relief or reform 
this year. 


Assemblyman Hart told his 
audience that he completely 
supports a call for a special 
session on this issue by Gover­ 
nor Brown. It is unlikely, 
however, that the governor 
will issue such a call until he 
receives some indication that 
property tax reform or relief 
will be enacted. 
The dilemma, of course, 


rests with the governor and 
the Assembly speaker who 
strongly declare that no new 
taxes will be levied. The 
Legislature, on the other hand, 
s tr o n g ly b eliev e s 
th a t 
property tax relief or reform 
cannot take place unless this 
edict is forgotten. 
It is extremely doubtful that 
this issue will be addressed 
before reconvening of the 
Legislature in January. 
It is doubtful that it will ever 
be resolved in a fair and 
equitable manner through the 
Legislature, particularly in an 
election year. 
It is therefore certain that 
some property tax reform will 
come through the initiative 
measure. 
If the Legislature can’t do it, 
the people will.

WASHINGTON — It would have been a 
bad year for a small peanut farmer 
named Jimmy Carter if he hadn’t given 
up farming last January. 
He placed his farm in a blind trust so 
he could devote himself to more impor­ 
tant work at the White House. One 
spread—200 acres of 
rolling, red earth out­ 
side Plains, Ga.,—was 
e n tr u s te d to his 
overseer. Leonard 
Wright, an amiable 
black man with a 
toothy, 
gold-flecked 
grin. 
He used to split the 
profits with Carter, 50- 
50. Carter furnished 
the land, fertilizer and 
seed. Wright provided 
the labor and equip­ 
ment. In a good year, he could clear over 
$15,000 
Now that Carter has given up farming, 
Wright will keep the full profits from the 
200 acres. But he must also lay out the 
money for the seeds, pesticides and fer­ 
tilizers. 
Unfortunately, prices have rocketed 
Worse, a withering drought has burned 
his com and peanuts. He, therefore, will 
lose money on the Carter farm and will 
have to borrow from the bank to keep the 
farm going. He may even be forced to 
apply for a farm disaster loan from the 
federal government. 
Com was selling for $2.75 a bushel 
when Wright was deciding what to plant. 
So he invested heavily in a cora crop and 
he bought the best liquid nitrogen fer­ 
tilizer to insure a good yield. 
But the summer drought scorched his 
fields and stunted the growth. Now at 
harvest time, the cora should be high as 
an elephant’s eye, but it scarcely comes 
up to Wright’s knees. Not only is the crop 
poor, but the price has dropped to $1.45 a 
bushel. The peanut yield has also suf­ 
fered from the dry weather. 
Yet Wright’s production costs were 
higher than ever. The petrochemical 
companies, for example, keep raising 


the price of fertilizers. It now costs 
between $25,000 and $30,000 to finance 
the year’s crop. 
Leonard Wright doesn’t flash his gold- 
flecked Jimmy Carter smile as often as 
he used to do. “The main thing the 
government needs to do,” he told our as­ 
sociate Hal Beraton, “ is put some kind of 
higher price on cora and somehow lower 
fertilizer rates. A year like this really 
hurts us. Yet the farms are supposed to 
take care of the whole world. Everything 
people eat comes off of the farms.” 
The Jimmy Carter farm isn’t the only 
small spread that has wound up in the 
hole. The small farmers are the 
traditional guardians of American 
values. Yet last year, 26,000 family 
farmers were driven off their land by the 
same deadly combination of soaring ex­ 
penses and plunging grain prices. Thou­ 
sands more will abandon their farms this 
year. 
Wheat prices, for example, have 
plunged from $4.23 a bushel in 1974 to 
less than $2 a bushel. Yet the price of 
bread has soared during the same period 
from 47 cents to 60 cents a loaf. 
Obviously, the processors who stand 
between the farmers and the consumers 
are squeezing their full profit out of 
wheat. It s the farmers who take the los- 
s; yet they toil the hardest to make 
America the best-fed nation in history. 
Depression-born laws to protect the 
small farmers are hopelessly outdated 
and family farmers are unable to com­ 
pete against agricultural giants We have 
reported in past columns how the big 
speculators are gobbling up ever greater 
bites of the countryside and running up 
the value of prime farm land in the 
Midwest. 
The small farmers, meanwhile, re­ 
main the nation's most efficient food 
producers. Tenneco, the natural gas 
combine discovered this when the com­ 
pany tried to cultivate some 70,000 acres 
of California farmland. The project was 
abandoned, with this postmortem: 
“From the standpoint of efficiency, 
there is no effective substitute for the 
small to medium grower who lives on or 


near his farmland.” 
But the wealthy corporate investors 
don’t need to make a profit each year. 
They can merely write off the loss on 
their income tax forms. Then after the 
land has appreciated in value, they can 
sell it for a later profit. 
President Carter had a chance to sell 
his federal peanut acreage allotment to a 
neighboring farmer for a huge profit. 
But this would have taken the money 
crop off the farm, leaving no livelihood 
for Leonard Wright and his family. 
When Jimmy Carter was a boy, he 
worked side by side in the cotton fields 
with Leonard Wright’s wife, Mary. This 
may have been on Carter’s mind when he 
turned down the lucrative offer and 
entrusted his farm to Wright. Neither of 
them expected it to lose money while 
Carter was away in the White House 
IRISH RIGHTS: Speaker Thomas 
“Tip” O’Neill, the big, beloved boss of 
the House, is as Irish as anyone who ever 
kissed the Blarney Stone. But he quietly 
quashed a congressional hearing on 
alleged British outrages against the 
Irish. 
It all happened in the privacy of the 
House backrooms. Rep. Benjamin 
Rosenthal, D-N.Y., compiled a study of 
alleged British human right offenses. He 
sent the staff study to Rep. Donald 
Fraser, D-Minn.. who heads a House sub­ 
committee that deals with human rights. 
Fraser began drawing up a list of 
categories of witnesses that the subcom­ 
mittee should can. Hearings were ten­ 
tatively scheduled for this month. Then 
the speaker spoke to him. 
O’Neill cautioned Fraser that his hear­ 
ings could upset some informal peace in­ 
itiatives by the Carter administration. 
To dig up atrocities, the speaker 
pleaded, would only inflame the already 
emotional issue. It would be an “inap­ 
propriate” time to stir up trouble over 
Irish rights, he said. 
Impressed by this appeal from an 
Irish-American. Fraser agreed privately 
to call off the hearings. He told us, 
however, that he is considering hearings 
for the next session.

President Carter is at his most unat­ 
tractive in the censorious mood. At his 
last press conference, talking about the 
oil and gas industry, he sounded like Cot­ 
ton Mather speaking to the pagans and 
telling them about the terrible tortures 
that awaited them in eternity should they 
fail to accept the Word. The Word, in 
this case, is that the 
oil and gas people 
should sell their 
reserves for less than 
it takes to replace 
them Otherwise. Mr. 
Carter accuses them 
of a “ripoff.” 
He 
compared the in­ 
dustrialists to “war 
profiteers.” There is 
an awful temptation to 
iterate what must 
have been on the 
minds of some of those 
Indians listening to old Mather. “You 
full-um White Man’s dung.” 
I. 
The oil and gas industry is 
presumably a growing concern. That is, 
it is expected not only to sell the oil and 
gas reserves that it has discovered, but 
to replace those reserves. 
First by 
finding more oil and gas, second by 
finding substitutes for oil and gas. Now 
for many years it was assumed by 
everyone — businessmen and politicians 
— that oil and gas would continue to be 
plentiful because of the bounty of dis­ 
coveries of the Persian Gulf. 
Some thought was specifically given to 
the possibilities of cartelizing the supply, 
but these were mostly dismissed as im­ 
practical. As recently commented on in 
this space, we are still waiting to hear 
from our policymakers how to stand in 
the way of the real profiteers of the 
cartel: the oligopolists who sit on great 
oceans of oil and spoon out the stuff they 
bring out of the ground for IS cents a 
barrel, at $12 a barrel. 
The United States producers need to 
scoop down to find energy reserves deep 
in the ground, imbedded in shale, or trap­ 
ped in lacunae in faraway places Uke the 
North Slope or Central Australia. They 
need to guard against the new passion of 
foreign governments to take over U.S. 


productive investments by reimbursing 
them the cost of the raw materials 
(Venezuela’s approach to nationalization 
was on the order of seizing a 
Stradivari us violin, and reimbursing the 
owner the cost of the wood and varnish). 
If President Carter’s position is that 
our oil companies have been in a position 
to fix the price of oil, then one wonders 
why they didn’t do it before? A quick 
look at the returns of major business in 
the United States during the past ten 
years shows that the oil industry 
returned to its investors an average of 
13.4 per cent (before taxes) during the 
years 1965-’74: less than the return on 
drugs, cosmetics, instruments, office 
equipment, tobacco, publishing, 
automobiles, and lumber. 
The industry knows that it will be held 
responsible for coming up with fresh 
sources of energy. 
Mr. Carter’s ob­ 
stinate refusal to encourage the develop­ 
ment of energy through the use of 
breeder reactors closes off the cheapest 
alternative sources of energy. His 
cranky ideological objection to this alter­ 
native form of power he manages to ig­ 
nore in berating the oil and gas industry 
and charging it with avarice. 
2. 
When one mounts the lectern in 
order to catechize one should feel moral­ 
ly secure. 
The biggest rip-off of the 
season is Mr Carter’s political tribute to 
the shipping unions which, it is variously 
estimated, is going to cost us something 
on the order of four to six billion dollars. 
That is pure payoff. Gulf OU was placed 
in Coventry for a while when a year or so 
ago it was revealed that it had spent one 
or two hundred thousand dollars bribing 
foreign officials to permit Gulf to do its 
business, and no one in genteel society 
was allowed to mention its name without 
blushing. 
Mr. Carter is paying off 
relatively small unions by pushing a law 
that would require that a mounting 
percentage of ail the oil brought to the 
United States from foreign countries 
travel in American-built bottoms. The 
increased coat of that oil will of course 
by borne by the consumer, who is paying 
off one of Mr. Carter’s political obliga­ 
tions 
The difference between a rip-off 
and economic statesmanship is the dif­ 


ference between the oil and gas com­ 
panies’ looking to the future supply of 
energy, and the President of the United 
States looking to the future supply of 
votes.

A new book on the Carter Ad­ 
ministration reveals that early in his 
Presidency, at a cabinet meeting discus­ 
sing the energy crisis, Carter talked 
about new energy sources and said that 
in India, half the supply of energy comes 
from wood and dung. Jody Powell com­ 
mented, “The District of Columbia alone 
could provide half the dung we need. I 
can just see a pipeline leading out of the 
press briefing room.” Awright.

Dear Sir: 
October 24th will mark the 32nd an- 
niverary of the founding of the United 
Nations. Shortly thereafter its propo­ 
nents will be exhorting American 
children to trick or treat for the United 
Nations International Children’s Fund 
(UNICEF), and also selling UN 
Christmas cards—not a bad show of 
hypocrisy for an atheistic organization 
which pays no homage to the Savior 
whose coming December 25th com­ 
memorates.

Health 
Gout a defect in cells

DEAR DR. LAMB—Each 
year at this time I get the 
gout in my toes and my 
Achilles heel and ankle. I am 
taking Colbenemid tablets 
which don’t seem to be very 
effective. I take a vitamin 
pill daily and also IOO units of 
vitamin E. I am on a low 
cholesterol diet and am won­ 
dering if it has any effect on 
my gout. What causes the 
gout? Is there any value in 
taking vitamin E for it as 
that seems very controver­ 
sial today? 
DEAR READER-Gout is 
caused by an overproduction 
of uric acid by your own 
body cells. It is really a 
defect in the way your cells 
function. 
Medicines are designed to 
relieve the acute attack, to 
help the body flush out ex­ 
cess uric acid through the 
kidneys or to limit the pro­ 
duction of uric acid by your 
own cells. I am sending you 
The Health Letter number 2- 
3, Gout, Uric Acid, to give 
you much more information 
on what gout is and what to 
do about it. Others who want 
this information can send 50 
cents with a long, stamped, 
self-addressed envelope for 
it to me in care of this 
newspaper, P. O. Box 1551, 
Radio City Station, New 
York, NY 10019. 
No, vitamin E will not 
help. It has no effect on how 
your body produces uric 
acid. This is a good example 
of why I get annoyed with 
outlandish claims advertis­ 


ing vitamin E. It prevents 
people from getting the med­ 
ical care they need while 
wasting money on some­ 
thing that will not help them. 
The low cholesterol diet is 
fine. If you are on the right 
diet it may help prevent 
disease of the arteries that 
often accompanies gout. 
I suspect that you need to 
be treated regularly before 
you develop an attack. With 
a good program that you 
stick to you can control the 
level of uric acid and proba­ 
bly prevent your attacks. 
But you must consider it a 
lifetime program if you want 
to get good results. 
DEAR DR. LAMB-I have 
high cholesterol and I 
haven’t been able to get my 
cholesterol down by diet. 
The doctor gave me Atro- 
mid-S and one capsule a day 
didn’t do it either. Now I am 
taking two. I read where you 
can get reactions from Atro- 
mid-S. What is a normal 
cholesterol count? My blood 
pressure is high too. 
DEAR READER-You can 
get into trouble with almost 
any medicine. Even too 
much oxygen can harm you 
but you can’t live without it. 
Usually the way to find out if 
you tolerate a medicine is to 
use it. Atromid-S can be 
used safely by most people 
but it doesn’t always lower 
cholesterol levels. 
If you have any excess fat 
at all under your skin get rid 
of it. That may help your 
cholesterol level a great deal 


and may help your blood 
pressure. 
We usually think that the 
people with a cholesterol 
level below 220 have the 
least risk of having a heart 
attack, all other factors 
being normal. Office and 
clinic readings are often 
done by different techniques 
and may be normal even 
when they are 240 to 250. 
If you have both high blood 
pressure and a high choles­ 
terol you certainly should do 
something about both. 
Weight control is extremely 
important and of course if 
you smoke you should stop 
at once. 
DEAR DR. 
LAMB—Is 
there any hope for women 
who are plagued with con­ 
stant bladder infections? It’s 
like a chronic disease, once 
you get it, ifs always there. 
Since I’ve reached 40 I seem 
to get it four or five times a 
year and it lasts at least six 
to eight weeks. I am very 
discouraged with all the ex­ 
pense of pills and doctor bills 
and having this pesky infec­ 
tion. 
My doctor says to avoid 
spicy foods, others say avoid 
coffee and tea, tomatoes and 
oranges or acid foods. 
I drink about IO cups of 
coffee (usually decaffeinat­ 
ed) or tea daily and at least 
five glasses of water. Is my 
addiction to coffee making 
the infection harder to clear 
up? I’ve read that a phos­ 
phorous deficiency is the 
cause of bladder infections. 
Is that true? 
DEAR READER-This is 
a fairly common problem 
for women. It creates a need 
to urinate frequently, burn­ 
ing during urination and is a 
drag on a woman’s energy 
and feeling of well being. If 
the infection involves the 
kidney as well, and it may, 
then fever and other symp­ 
toms occur. 
A woman who is laving 
recurrent bladder infections 
should have a complete ex­ 
amination to find out if there 


is any structural abnormal­ 
ity present. The urethra can 
be constricted or it may be 
in the wrong position or 
there may be a stone pres­ 
ent. If the bladder is not 
emptying adequately that 
will set the stage for re­ 
peated infections. Any such 
abnormalities should be cor­ 
rected. 
Sexual relations may ag­ 
gravate cystitis. When a 
young woman begins an ac­ 
tive sex life she may start 
having these problems. That 
is why it is sometimes colled 
honeymoon cystitis. There 
are some things a woman 
can do to help in this regard. 
Among these is to empty the 
bladder immediately after 
relations and drink some 
extra fluids to ensure a good 
flushing of the bladder. That 
goes along with my general 
recommendations to women 
to be sure and drink plenty 
of fluids and then be sure to 
empty the bladder frequent­ 
ly. Office workers some­ 
times do not go to the bath­ 
room often enough and the 
full bladder simply makes 
matters worse. 
Some doctors recommend 
that a woman take an antibi­ 
otic after relations, usually 
Penicillin G or Macrodantin. 
This might result in taking 
lots of medicine, though, in a 
young active couple on their 
honeymoon. His worth ask­ 
ing your doctor about. 


The important thing about 
your food and fluids is to 
drink enough fluids to main­ 
tain a good urinary flow. 
With some medicines (such 
as Mandelamine) it is neces­ 
sary to acidify the urine. In 
that case orange juice, fruits 
and vegetables (but not 
cranberries, plums and 
prunes) may have the oppo­ 
site effect. If an acid urine is 
necessary your doctor can 
recommend test tapes that 
enable you to test your urine 
and find out if it is in the 
desired range of acidity or 
not.

Clam sauce brings out pasta best 
by Atimon Clair* 


Do you know your way 
around pasta? Pasta, mean­ 
ing dough, is a generic name 
for all macaroni products 
made from wheat flour. 
The dough mix is dried in 
a variety at shapes and sizes 
and each has its own name. 
Whether it’s thin or fat, 
short or long, pasta appears 
in some form as part of a 
daily Italian menu. It also is 
dearly loved by those whose 
only relationship to Italy is a 
deep fondness for its food. 
One popular dish is lin­ 
guini with clam sauce. Lin­ 
guini are narrow, plain noo­ 
dles about 1/8 inch wide. You 
can prepare your own red or 
white clam sauce for 
homecooked linguini easily. 
Since the red sauce usually 
includes tomatoes you will 
want to use herbs that blend 
well with tomato such as 
basil, oregano and thyme. 
Parsley and marjoram go 
best with the delicate clam 
flavoring th a t com es 
through when a white sauce 
is served.

Attic ventilation is one of the 
more misunderstood factors 
about

house.

something you don’t see, so you 
don’t worry about it Oh, maybe 
you think about how hot the 
attic is during the summer, but 
mostly you block it out of your 
mind. Don’t! It’s really very 
important both summer and 
winter. Summer importance is 
obvious because the heat is 
bound to have an effect on your 
comfort and your cooling costs. 
Not so obvious is the fact that in 
winter, humidity can collect in 
the attic and do structural 
damage if it isn’t carried away. 
Probably the best attic ven­ 
tilation is provided by a conv

lf the sneaker fits, let ’em wear it

NEW YORK (NEA) - Go 
ahead, let your kids run 
around in jogging shoes all 
day. The American Olympic 
team’s podiatrist says it’s 
okay. 


"If the child has normal feet 
— if the arches aren’t flat or 
too high - it’s perfectly fine 
to wear jogging shoes because 
they’re built better and better 
every year.” says Dr Steven 
Subotnick of San Francisco 


"They have stable heels, 
many have a bit of an arch, 
and they’re generally made of 
material that breathes." 
Which means the feet will 
breathe, too, and athlete’s 
foot will have to. find 
somewhere else to fester. 


Dr. Richard Schuster likes 
jogging shoes and sneakers, 
too. He’s a New York 
podiatrist, one time specializ­ 
ing in children’s feet, who now 
treats so many runners, 
astronauts and Broadway 
stars that he’s had to take on 
an associate. 


As a rule, athletic shoes 
have nothing but good 
features,” he says. "Solid 
shanks, flexible soles at the 
ball and they usually fit very 
well in the upper.” 


'Then, too, they allow the 
foot to make complete contact 
with the ground, so it’s not as 
easy to fall in them as in plat­ 
form shoes, for example. 


Well, the doctors’ opinions 
aside, kids are wearing 
athletic shoes everywhere, 
every day, anyway. According 
to Harold B. Gessner, direc-

tor of the shoe industry’s 
Footwear Council, “One out 
of every three shoes sold in 
this country is a tennis 
sneaker or athletic shoe.” 


Far be it from a child to go 
against trends. But what if his 
feet really belong elsewhere? 
How can you tell, since he’s 
not likely to? 


First, says Dr. Schuster, 
"Kids are always taking their 
shoes off, but if one shows a 
particular desire to do so, that 
may mean trouble.

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“Look for any sign of a limp 
and check the nails for dis­ 
coloration.” Runners, he 
says, are always losing a nail 
here and there because when 
they stop short, the foot keeps 
going into the shoe. With a 
child who doesn’t run that 
much, it could mean a shoe 
that’s too short. 


‘'Unusual redness indicates 
unusual pressure of the shoe, 
too,” he says, and if any or all 
of these things clearly present 
themselves, present the child 
to a doctor for professional 
attention. 


If you choose the shoes cor­ 
rectly to begin with, however 
— again assuming the child’s 
feet are normal — you may 


not have to foot that doctor’s 
bill. 


“You judge an athletic shoe 
the same way as any shoe,” 
Schuster says. “There’s got to 
be some space beyond the end 
of the toe, so press down and 
feel for the sole. See that 
there’s no interference with 
the end of the largest toe. 


“And you should be able to 
pinch the material across the 
top of the ball of the foot.” 


You may have a problem at 
the heel, though, since as a 
rule these shoes cully come in 
one, two or three widths. 


“Still, that’s not too bad,” 
he says. “A shoe doesn’t 
provide ankle support as 
many people think A child 
might get blisters if he’s going 
to run around in shoes that are 
too loose in the back, in which 
case you should look for a 
combination last, or take up 
some of the space with a thick 
sock.” 


How much should you 
spend? Schuster and Subot­ 
nick disagree. “In the final 
analysis, one shoe is not any 
better than its fit, no matter 
the price,” Schuster says. 


But Subotnick says, “Price 
does make a difference. You 
will have to spend between $18 
and $27 for a good shoe, and 
you should look for a firm heel 
counter, flexibility at the ball 
and a flared heel which gives 
more stability.” 


Finally, if the shoe meets 
all the criteria but the child is 
bothered by a prominent 
bump across his instep, 
Schuster says that's easy 
enough to overcome. “Skip 
that eyelet when you tie the 
shoe,” he says. 
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Plants in the home... 


Misting and watering your plants 


One of my writer friends, who shall 
remain nameless, manages to turn 
out mass quantities of slick magazine 
copy all the time, despite the fact she 
always has a drink in one hand and a 
cigarette in the other. 
Jam es McNair, who reguarly 
creates wonderful books about cook­ 
ing and gardening, can be seen mostly 
with the telephone in one hand while 
the other stirs something on the 
stove. 


And, if you should ever visit my 
studio, don’t expect to find me at the 
typewriter. I ll be misting the plants. 
In fact, on the days when I am 
writing a column, it s like a mini­ 
monsoon around here. 
I’m careful 
not to overwater, and there are just 
so many dead leaves and flowers that 
can be picked at any given time. But 
misting is something I can always do 
when the going gets too rough at the 
typewriter. 
The purpose of misting plants, aside 
from being good therapy for the 
person who does it, is to keep the 
leaves clean naturally, the same as if 
there were a gentle rain outdoors. 
What misting does not do is increase 
the humidity, at least not for long in a 
warm room. 
I hear stories of people who swear 
by the practice of polishing leaves 
with milk, vegetable oil or one of the 
proprietary products sold for this pur­ 
pose. but I say. what’s wrong with 
what nature uses — plain old H20? At 
$1 per half-gallon, I’m not about to 
give my plants a milk bath and the 
leaves might as well be tarred and 
feathered as to be given an oily 
landing field for city grime. 
Lately, I have also been receiving a 
lot of letters from readers who have 
been advised to stop misting, the 
general notion being that it causes 
plant diseases. 
In my experience, 
there is little danger unless plants are 
badly crowded in a space where there 
is no fresh air circulation. 
Then a 
compulsive mister like myself might 
help nurture air — or soil — borne dis­ 
ease organisms that are dangerous to 
plants 
Otherwise. I say use common sense 
in how much and how often you mist, 
but don’t give it up entirely. I would 
not, for example, mist a cactus or 
succulent on a cold, damp day and 
probably not on a muggy warm one 
either. Even though African violent 
and episcia leaves are fuzzy-haired, I 
mist them, but I wouldn’t if they were 
crow ded and overgrow n in a 
fluorescent-light garden 
Each time you mist your plants, get 
in the habit of checking for any signs 
of disease Three of the most com­ 
mon and their symptoms are: 


I. 
BACTERIAL LEAF SPOT: 
usually a dark spot within a leaf, with 
yellow radiating from it; 


2 
POWDERY MILDEW: moldy, 
grayish white spots on the leaf sur­ 
face. often that of a begonia;

BLACK SPOT: 
looks like it 
sounds and has a notorious affinity 
for rose foliage. 


If you discover any sign of disease, 
try immediately to increase air cir­ 
culation around the stricken plants. 
If only a few leaves are affected, I 
would pick all of them and wait to see 
if further treatment were needed In 
severe or persistent cases, it may be 


necessary to spray or dust with a 
fungicide. 


Since misting my plants is the part 
of their care I enjoy the most, I have 
become something of a conoisseur of 
misting devices. The little brass or 
shiny gold one that got a lot of us 
started is probably better used as a 
bar accessory; I hear that people fill 
them with vermouth for spritzing into 
martinis. 
As a plant mister, it 
doesn’t hold enough water to begin 
with and only a muscle-bound thumb 
can keep the pump going for long. 


At minimum cost, I recommend a 
pint- or quart-size plastic mister with 
a pistol-handle pump, meaning you 
hold it in your hand and squeeze, 
trigger-style. It s a good idea to keep 
one of these sitting among each 
grouping of plants; when you pass by, 
give everything a refreshing mist. 


Here in my studio, I mist the plants 
with a moderate-priced hand-pump 
air compression sprayer that holds sl­ 
ightly more than a quart of water. 
It s easier than squeezing and puts out 
a big fog. 


At home, where I have around 300 
plants. I use the mister attachment 
which came with a 50-foot hose-to- 
sink watering device. 
At the rate 
water comes through the thin hose it 
would take me hours to give all my 
plants a decent drink, but I think it’s 
great for doing a lot of effortless mis­ 
ting 
When the manufacturers come 
up with a kink- and tangle-resistant 
hose, they will have a first-rate 
product that really should be touted 
as a mister with an optional attach­ 
ment for watering.

Q 
I’m saving money to buy my 
m other 
a w a terin g can for 
Christmas. What do you suggest? 


A 
If possible, take her shopping 
with you 
A watering can, like an 
item of clothing, has to feel right to 
the person who uses it. Before you 
buy, have your mother check the 
weight of the can when it is filled with 
water. The right one will feel comfor­ 
table in her hand, easily balanced as 


she walks, and not too much of a heft 
when the time comes to water hang­ 
ing plants. The opening at the top 
should be large enough to allow easy 
access for mixing fertilizer, yet 
shaped to prevent water splashing 
overboard too easily. 


One of my watering cans holds 
three quarts. 
It is metal with a 
pewterlike finish (and a tendency to 
rust - a good point to remember - if 
I leave a little water standing in the 
bottom). 


My other watering can holds a 
gallon and is stainless steel with a 
copper-plated handle. 
It is a 
treasured gift from my own children, 
which they took me to try out for size 
at least five Christmases past. 


I’m also partial to the durable 
plastic watering cans that come in a 
plain, totally unadorned design 
reminiscent of Bauhaus, and in 
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primary colors. 
The price is right, 
they come in different sizes and each 
carries with it the unmistakable air of 
good taste. (I think I’ll add one to my 
own Christmas want list.) 


Q. I have patio tomatoes growing in 
hanging baskets on my terrace. Why 
do the lower leaves keep dying? 


A. 
Probably from letting the soil 
dry out too much. 
In hot, dry 
weather, you may have to soak the 
baskets once or twice every day. 


Q 
A lot of leaves on my African 
violets have suddenly rotted, although 
the main part of each seems healthy. 
What’s wrong? 


A. Too much heat and humidity and 
not enough fresh air circulation. TTiis 
often happens to African violets in the 
summer, especially those crowded in 
a fluorescent-light garden.

Q. Our house has two complete liv­ 
ing areas — one on each floor. We 
won t be renting out the upstairs unit 
this fall and would like to know if 
there’s any way of shutting off the 
heat upstairs and insulating the down­ 
stairs unit so we won’t have such a big 
fuel bill. — Mrs. F. S., Greenfield. 
Mass. 


A. 
You have to be especially 
careful with your upstairs plumbing. 
You don’t want it to freeze up. Have a 
plumber check to see if it can be shut 
off and to see if you can insulate pipes 
that may become exposed to the cold. 


You can have a local insulation 
company come in and blow insulation 
in between your downstairs ceiling 
and your upstairs flooring. While the 
contractor is at it. you might want in­ 
sulation blown into your downstairs 
walls as well. This would give you a 
completely insulated downstairs unit. 


You 
could put w all-to-w all 
carpeting upstairs but it would only 
give you a fraction of the insulation 
you’d get from a professional insula­ 
tion job. You could also put down a 
temporary layer of mineral wool in­ 
sulation “blankets’’ upstairs but the 
whole thing would have to be removed 
when you decided to use the unit. 


Q. Will it really save us money to 
turn the thermostat down at night? 
Everyone says you’re supposed to do 
it but last winter we found it takes a 
long time to bring the heat back up in 
the morning - E K F . Kansas City. 
Mo. 


A. 
Turning down the thermostat 
will rarely cause you to lose money on 
your energy bills. 
But. then again, 
you might not be able to save much 
either. 


According to government energy 
experts, your furnace does, indeed, 
have to work much harder to bring up 
the temperature in the morning. And, 
as the furnace gets extra hot in the 
process, ifs not able to put out all the 
heat that’s generated. This heat is 
lost up your chimney. Tile heat you 
saved at night is lost during the day. 


If your furnace is oversized and 
your home is well insulated, you have 
more of a chance to save money by 
turning down your thermostat at 
night. This is because your furnace 
won t have to work so hard to bring 
your heat back up. 


The general rule: If it takes more 
than four hours for your furnace to br­ 
ing the heat back up in the daytime 
hours, you aren’t saving anything. 
Find a lower setting you can live with 
during the day and then just turn the 
thermostat down two to four degrees 
at night. Don’t have the spread too 
big between daytime and nighttime 
settings.

tne average hourly wage is now $5.25. 
In the fall of 1970, the average wage 
was $3.22 an hour. 
When you work it out, the average 
worker must toil for 635 hours during 
the year to be able to own and operate 
a new car. But, when you compare 
this with the 610 hours it took to own 
and operate a new car back in 1970, 
it s not much of a difference. 
Still, it’s somewhat shocking when 
you realize the average worker in this 
country has to labor nearly 16 weeks 
out of the year just to be able to sup­ 
port a car. 
Here’s how it breaks down: 
With an average price of $5,780 for 
the 1978 cars, the average monthly 
payment comes to around $170 or 
$2,040 a year 


When you add $375 for gasoline (at 
10,000 miles per year), $400 annual 
repair and maintenance costs and the 
average $520 insurance tab for urban 
driving, you get a $1,295 annual 
operating cost 
Combining this with 
annual loan payments, you get a total 
cost of $3,335 a year for the average 
worker to own and operate the 
average 1978 car. 
Going back to the good old days of 
1970, it cost $110 a month for car pay­ 
ments, or $1,320 a year. 
Gasoline 
averaged $170, insurance $330 and 
repairs $150, giving an annual 
operating cost of $650. When you ad­ 
ded this to the $1,320 annual loan pay­ 
ments, you got a total $1,970 to own 
and operate the average car in 1970. 
But, the average worker only got 
$3 22 an hour in 1970, required 610 
hours of work to own and operate the 
average new car. So, the amount of 
work it takes the average worker to 
keep the average new car paid for and 
on the road has stayed pretty much 
the same over the years. 
If you take into account the fact 
that today's cars are higher quality 
products than their 1970 counterparts, 
it might take even less work to pay 
for the privilege of ownership. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics has 
worked up figures which show that 
the quality-weighted price for new 
cars has gone up less than actual 
sticker price. 
BLS contends that new car owners 
are getting less pollutants coming out 
the exhaust pipe, more safety 
features and using less gasoline 
You’re paying more, but you’re get­ 


ting more car. 
Even though it’s going to cost you 
$3,335 to own and operate the average 
new car, automobile manufacturers 
are counting on the fact that your in­ 
creasing wages will cover the pay­ 
ments and maintenance bills. 
And, the manufacturers are hoping 
that the emphasis on fuel efficiency 
will tempt you into trading your old 
gas guzzler for a new car that gets 
significantly better mileage. 
It s curious. They used to charge 
you more for making a car bigger. 
Now, they charge you more for mak­ 
ing a car smaller.

Cutting energy coffs 


Q 
What chemicals do I use to treat 
shredded paper so it can be used as a 
cheap insulating material? 
I have 
mountains of old newspapers. — 
C.G.H., North Windham, Mass. 
A. 
The chemicals used by com­ 
panies to make com m ercial in­ 
sulating material from shredded new­ 
spapers are patented and are a close­ 
ly guarded secret. 
It’s a tricky 
business, according to the National 
Bureau of Standards, and is no place 
for the amateur. 
Chemicals used to treat shredded 
paper for insulation must make the 
material fire-resistant and must not 
lose this quality through leaching 
caused by dampness. 
If flame- 
retardant chemicals come in contact 
with water and an electrical charge, 
you could end up with a fire hazard. 
When you use commercially proces­ 
sed cellulose (shredded paper) for in­ 
sulation, be sure that it does not come 
in contact with electrical outlet 
boxes. There’s usually a warning on 
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How to play the ‘off-season’ game 


When I was three I ran away with 
an older man, Bobby Mooney, who 
was four. 
For the occasion I changed clothes 
and put on a hat. And learned 
something: It doesn’t much matter 
what you wear for traveling but you 
do have to get the crucial details 
straight. 
Bobby Mooney and I never got away 
because we waited for a bus that had 
been discontinued. I learned, but not 
well enough. Only last fall I waited in 
vain for another bus, this time to 
make an even more important inter­ 
city trip. I got to the right place but, 
again, not at the right time The hotel 
porter had looked up the schedule 
forgetting an all-important fact: In 
places where fall and winter con­ 
stitute the off-season, 
Quite a few 
things are subject to change with abd 
without notice. 
Off-season travel nonetheless is the 
not-so-secret favorite of many savvy 
and saving travelers. Things aren’t a's 
financially rewarding as they once 
.were but due to the decreased number 
of rovers, you can still scan lots of 
hotel price lists and spot heart­ 
warming reductions, find many lower 
transportation fares, and generally 
luxuriate in less crowded conditions 
This is so nice it ought to be perfect, 
but no, somewhere out there you can 
also come upon a handful of well­ 
placed pins ready to prick your 
ballooning state of happiness. 
Thankfully, unlisted schedule changes 
and other nasty features are not as 
abundant as last winter’s snows, and 
a few of them you can coexist with. 
Even so it s nice to find them before 


they find you. 
I now carefully ask about seasonal 
time changes but there is merit in 
dragging out any investigation of a 
hotel as well. There are some Poten­ 
tially Poisonous Possibilities and it 
pays to get them out in the open For 
instance: 
I. “Yes, I know you have a pool but 
can I swim in it when I’m there?” 
Funny thing about pools and pretty 
pictures of them. The pictures may be 
used all year round but some of the 
pools aren’t. Some are drained or 
otherwise taken out of commission 
off-season. Be fussy and you should 
get an honest report. By the same 
token remember question No 2 
which is: 
“How s the weather?” Some pools 
you can swim in off-season but you 
may not want to. Weather affects 
more than swimming, of course, and 
the bad kind has a lot to do with why 
certain places have an off-season 
Most people remember to ask about 
temperature and sunshine but some 
forget that there’s also “wet” and 
dry’ as well as an occasional un­ 
pleasant wind known as “hurricane.” 
“typhoon” and “meltemi.” 
3. 
“I see that there s that scene at 
your hotel, but the brochure doesn’t 
say when.” That could be because it 
slipped the brochure writer’s mind to 
mention that the music stops once the 
big summer crowds disappear over 
the horizon. Resort hotels in par­ 
ticular tend to cut back on all enter­ 
tainment “off-season,” even though 
the same old successful brochure of 
happy dancers may be still going the 
rounds. 
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4. “I believe you when you say the 
dining room is delightful, but will it 
be open when I visit and for what 
hours?” So nothing’s perfect and, to 
lower rates, some hotels snip ser­ 
vices In a grander hotel, one easy 
way is to shut the dining room doors 
and switch service to the smaller, 
less elaborate breakfast room. 
Another is to get by with less help by 
curtailing opening hours. Room ser­ 
vice may be a casualty as well but 
never mind, just as long as the good 
chef is still around. 
5. “Will the ‘good chef’ be around?” 
Well, in highly seasonal spots where 
“off-season” is way off, the number 
of potential guests just may not be 
enough to keep the first team in 
residence 
It may not matter, of 
course, unless you travel exclusively 
on your stomach and reserved on the 
basis of grand reports. In that case, 
murder is understandable though still 
unacceptable. 
6. “How are all the neighbors?” 
What you’re really after, of course, is 
news of their activities to see if they, 
too, are in -or out - of service. I still 
recall one exuberant October evening 
in Haiti when I went off to gorge 
myself at what friends swore was the 
world’s eighth best restaurant and 
discovered that “our” place would be 
closed for at least a month. Moral: 
When seeing the Mona Lisa matters, 
for heaven’s sake ask if she’ll be 
receiving. 
7. “How large is your lovely es­ 
tablishment?” Experience has more 
than once indicated that this is a key 
question. While the name of the game 
is “avoid the crowds,” not many peo- 
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pie are really crazy about being 
almost entirely alone in a hotel that 
would be jammed only if two political 
conventions were held there at the 
same time. In off-season, less is more 
and little hotels often make you feel 
more comfortable than big ones. 
In Portugal, for instance, the off­ 
season rates once made me think I 
could at last play sybarite and sample 
the famous Estoril Palace. And I 
could have - but I’d also have bounced 
off the walls with loneliness and 
worried about being an imposition on 
the staff. Down the road, however, 
was the beauteous E stalagem 
Albatroz, a l&-room gem that was 
almost equally empty but had the sav­ 
ing grace of a more human proportion 
that made enjoyment a sure thing. 
8. 
“Are you having any workmen in 
while I’m around?” By no coin­ 
cidence whatsoever, off-season often 
occurs at the same time as repair and 
renovation season. If you don’t mind 
paint smells, it may not be a bother. 
If you do mind hammering at ungodly 
hours, it could be a test you hadn’t 
planned to take. 
Some adroit investigating may get 
you advance warning but it if doesn’t, 
well, sometimes you can beat the 
situation by joining. It was a paint- 
the-bar-time at a hotel I once visited 
off-season in Acapulco, so I wound up 
with a brush in my hand, too. The 
proprietor provided food, drink and 
amusing stories and I painted with the 
enthusiasm of a six-year-old who’s 
just discovered cookies. I’d go back 
anytime. 
On further thought, maybe not 
anytime.

Learning to work on your car 


Many people who would like to work 
on their cars are afraid to because 
they don’t know how. Perhaps you’re 
one of them. Even if you already have 
some mechanical skills, unless you’re 
a professional mechanic there are un­ 
doubtedly some mechanical areas you 
would like to know more about. 
How does the average person who 
has some or no mechical experience 
learn to work on his car competently? 
There are several ways. But before 
we go into them, let’s first discuss 
what the average person can and 
can't do to his car. 
If you read the cover lines of some 
books and headlines of some articles 
you're quickly led to believe that the 
average person can do anything to his 
car. Not so. There are many jobs 
you’ll never be able to do (even if you 
do acquire the knowledge, simply 
because you don’t have the equip­ 
ment. For example, you can’t afford 
to buy valve grinding equipment, 
metal lathes to reface brake rotors 
and drums, etc. Many garages don’t 
even have this equipment. They send 
the work out. 
The guiding rule of thumb, then, is: 
do only what you know how to do and 
have the equipment to do. Trying to 
do jobs that you don’t have the proper 
tools for, or don’t know how to do, can 
end up costing you more than if you 
let a pro do it in the first place. 
Here are some ways to learn to 
work on your car: 
READ. Read everything you can 
get your hands on that concerns 
automotive maintenance. The local 
library is a good place to start. Also 
bookstores and magazine stands.

ENROLL IN CLASSES. Inquire at 
local schools and colleges. Find out if 
they teach automotive courses and if 
they offer evening classes. Many do. 
This is an excellent way to learn* how 
to work on your car. Often in these 
classes you get “ hands-on” ex­ 
perience, too. Actually working on a 
car under the guidance of an instruc­ 
tor is invaluable. 
Also the big car companies main­ 
tain training centers across the 
country The equipment and person­ 
nel at these centers are first rate and 
are used to train dealer mechanics. 
Sometimes the instructors in these 
centers teach night classes. If this 
happens to be the case where you live 
enroll. You won t regret it. Your local 
dealer can tell you if there is a train­ 
ing center in your area. 
ASK QUESTIONS OF FRIENDS 
AND LOCAL MECHANICS. If you 
have a friend who is mechanically 
knowledgeable, or know a profes­

Her ani­ 
mal friends, who come by to 
help, offer solutions worse 
than the problem - Jackal,

In all cases these cats 
are sm arter than - or at 
least as sm art as - the 
befuddled and sometimes 
villainous humans who sur­ 
round them. 
In short order, Alexan­ 
der’s assortment of fearless 
felines 
cleverly 
engineer 
justice, outwit villains, and 
teach 
necessary 
lessons. 
The writing is smooth, even 
effortless; there’s sharp hu­ 
mor and, in the end, the 
satisfaction of having been 
roundly entertained. 


Good middle-grade read­ 
ers who fancy more realistic 
stories 
w ill 
find 
Eleanor 
Cameron’s \Julia and the 
Hand of God" quite satisfy­ 
ing. Ju lia is a watcher and a 
t h i n k e r , 
t h o r o u g h l y 
immersed in her own sur­ 
roundings but not averse to 
occasional 
m ischief. 
But 
above all, she wants to fol­ 


low in her dead father’s 
footsteps and become a w rit­ 
er.
